A tenderizer 
can be sprinkled over the older 
bird which has more choice meat 
on its breast, and an apple can 
be stuffed in the cavity during 
cooking to reduce the wild taste. 

Geese, incidentally, do not usu- 
ally mate until they are five years 
old, They first lay eggs at about 
seven and a half years, and once 
their mates are shot down or de- 
stroyed, they seldom mate again.

y A many an average music-lov- 
er, the word “music” may conjure 
up memories of hours spent in 
practicing the piano. To some, the 
memories are pleasant ones; real- 
istically speaking, though, we 
know that others may take a much 
less positive view of the experi- 
ence. Nevertheless, the piano— 
and the music written for it— 
seem to have a fascination for 
most music-lovers, regardless of 
the nature of their previous con- 
tact with it. This month's selec- 
tions are all devoted to music for 
that instrument. 

In celebration of the twentieth 
concert season in America of the 
famous French pianist, Robert 


MUSIC

Casadesus, Columbia has issued a 
monumental, three-record set of 
the music of Claude Debussy, 
played, of course, by the artist in 
whose honor the set was made. 
The album contains both books of 
preludes (which include two pop- 
ular favorites: The Girl With the 
Flazen Hair and The Sunken 
Cathedral), the two Arabesques, 
Images, (Books I and II) and the 
Children’s Corner Suite. The art- 
ist is joined by his wife, Gaby 
Casadesus, in the Six Epigraphes 
Antiques, which is for four hands 
at one piano, and in the suite En 
Blane et Noir, which requires 
an additional piano. 

As one might expect of this fine 
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artist, the performances are tech- 
nically adroit, and exemplary 
from the stylistic viewpoint. It is 
worth noting that in the two well- 
known preludes mentioned above, 
M. Casadesus keeps things mov- 
ing. He displays no tendency to 
over-romanticize them, or to linger 
too long over them. Mme. Casa- 
desus, who is a first-rate artist in 
her own right, very ably assists 
her husband in those works re- 
quiring an extra pair of hands. 
The recording, technically con- 
sidered, is excellent, and the al- 
bum can be highly recommended. 

There can be little question 
that the influence of Debussy is 
evident in some of the music of 
the modern Brazilian composer, 
Heitor Villa-Lobos, recorded on 
the EMS label by the pianist 
Jacques Abram. But here, the 
atmospheric, subtly changing har- 
monies are applied to music whose 
origin lies in the folk music of 
Brazil. In the case of the work 
called Baby's Family (or the 
Children’s Doll Suite), the results 
are charming. This is an eight- 
movement work, each of whose 
sections describes a different doll 
and its attendant personality. But 
the major composition on this 
dise is the tremendous Rude-

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HUMIDITY CONTROL: ITS 
IMPORTANCE IN WINTER 


Most of us are well aware of the effects of the relative humidity 
during the sweltering days of July and August. The relative 
humidity is an expression of the amount of water vapor in the air 
compared to the maximum amount the air could hold at the same 
temperature. When it’s high during the summer, it’s a favorite topic 
of conversation. However, once the dog days are over, we scarcely 
give the relative humidity another thought. This is a mistake. Rela- 
tive humidity has a decided effect on comfort throughout the year. 
What most people don’t realize is that underhumidification can be 
the cause of just as much discomfort during the winter as too much 
humidity during the summer, and that humidity control is an im- 
portant factor in climate-conditioning. Underhumidification is a 
technical-sounding word, but what does it mean to the homeowner? 
Basically, it means that the moisture content in the air is too low 
for comfort. Such a condition is widely prevalent during the winter 
throughout the temperate climate zone of the United States. Figures 
from the U. S. Public Health Service show that the average indoor 
relative humidity ranges from twelve to eighteen percent from 
December through March. To get an idea of what this means to 
human comfort, you need only know that this is lower than the 
summer relative humidity in the Sahara Desert which averages 20 
to 23 percent. While this may be fine for camels, it is hardly ideal 
for the average American family. A semiarid atmosphere in the 
home during the winter has several effects on the comfort of the 
occupants of the house. First of all, because the dry air evaporates 
moisture from the skin surfaces at a rapid [Continued on page 42]

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rate, it is harder to keep warm. 
The evaporation of moisture is 
one of the ways the body gets rid 
of excess heat, and when the 
process occurs too rapidly, a 
chilling sensation results. This 
explains why you feel comtort- 
able during the summertime at 
70 degrees. but have to keep your 
home over 70 in December in 
order to feel warm. 

Several other discomforts, 
which most people just accept as 
inevitable companions to the win- 
ter weather, can be traced to the 
action of too-dry air in the home. 
The lining of the nose and throat 
are affected in an overly-dry at- 
mosphere, accounting for that 
dry, scratchy feeling especially 
noticeable upon waking in the 
morning. and increasing suscep- 
tibility to colds. The sinus pas- 
sages are irritated, and the skin 
becomes chapped, dry and scaly. 
The hair and scalp become dried 
out, making many a shiny coiffure 
look dull and lifeless. Even fin- 
gernails are likely to become 
more brittle.

ence of underhumidification in 
the home during the winter lies 
in the relation between air tem- 
perature and the ability of air 
to hold moisture. The colder the 
air is, the less moisture it can 
hold. Therefore, cold outside air 
in the winter can hold only a 
small amount of moisture even 
at high relative humidities. For 
example, air at 70 degrees Fah- 
renheit can hold 16 times as much 
moisture as air at 0 degrees. This 
dry, outside air filters into the 
house through cracks, windows 
and doors at the rate of from one- 
half to one and one-half house 
volumes per hour, depending 
upon how tightly the home is 
built. Upon entering the house, 
outside air is heated and its ca- 
pacity to hold moisture is multi- 
plied. Thus, it becomes “thirsty” 
air. Trying to make up its mois- 
ture deficiency, this too-dry air 
acts like a blotter and will pick 
up moisture from any available 
surface. The occupants of the 
house are not alone in feeling the 
effects of too-dry air. Pets will 
suffer, and house plants often will 


fail to grow. Much damage can al- 
so occur to household furnishings. 

The prolonged effect of dry air 
taking moisture from the walls 
and furnishings can result in 
cracking plaster or the cracking 
and warping of woodwork and 
wood paneling. Furniture loses 
its glossy finish and loosens at 
the joints. Leather articles will 
crack and dry out, books become 
brittle, oil paintings are likely to 
crack or peel. Even drapery and 
rug fibers lose their resiliency. 
Art museums and libraries know 
well the effect that a prolonged 
dry atmosphere can have on val- 
uable paintings and books. As a 
result, many of them install hu- 
midifying equipment to keep the 
indoor relative humidity at an 
optimum level. 

The same sort of protection 
from dry-air damage and discom- 
fort can be had in the home by 
installing a humidifier in the 
heating plant. Such a unit is gen- 
erally low in cost, and is available 
in a number of sizes and different 
models. Humidifiers are aut t 
ic in operation with a control 
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system which automatiqnt 
plenishes the supply of siied 
the unit.

Texture and color are as important to 
the designers as unity and simplicity of 
design, ond (if they can help it) no one 
element is ever allowed to dominate an- 
other. The result is a structure that never 
Overplays its role as a background for 
people, yet remains interesting to look at 
Ond functionally sound. Secure against all 
Ratural impacts, short of a holocaust, the 
Heel-framed upper structure is anchored 
deck of light-aggregate, super- 
Strength cost concrete: the roof of solid 
tedar, four inches thick, is bolted to the 
steel frame, and an unusually deep over- 
hang protects the glass areas and makes 
Gwnings unnecessary. A sheath of screen 
Itg completely encases patio and upper 
level terrace so that both sun-bathing and 
Butdoor dining may take place amid loco! 
flora, but never, fortunately, local fauna 
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or longer than we know, native dwellers in tropical climates have 
realized that one way to beat the heat, escape the ubiquitous bug 
and get a maximum of air is, literally, to get off the ground, to 
live in a tree house or high on stilts. Until recently, however, 
many Americans (particularly residents of Florida) considered the 
idea purely picturesque—fine for Fijis but a little silly as related 
to American architecture—and went right on building and living 
in houses that made no more sense in Florida, climatewise, than 
they would have in Nome. To designer George Ely and architect 
Glenn Johnson, of St. Petersburg, there was something wrong in 
this distrust of obvious logic. They had studied the principles of the 
tree dwelling, knew their advantages, and saw no reason why they 
should not be applied to a house of solid construction that would 
not make its owner look and feel like an avian. Tropical climates 
have to be coped with, rather than defied, and to evade the un- 
pleasant, yet capture the salubrious, they evolved a fundamental 
plan that places the major living area on the second floor, the 
garage and a guest bedroom on the first. A patio on the lower level 
is enclosed by a sheath of Fiberglas screening that rises to the roof 
line, and within the screened portion a dining terrace opens off the 
living level. Through this ingenious use of a protective material, 
outdoor living, sheltered. yet open to sun and breeze, is possible on 
two levels. This is the basis of the designers’ adjustment to latitude, 
a “Florida lightness” rather than the bulk of a winter fortress. 


* Oriented a little east of south, this house 
exploits the best and repels the unwanted 
in the Florida climate 

* Outdoor space is captured and embodied 
by screening which projects the entire 
structure, softens light, breaks rainfall 

* Underside flow of air and ventilation are 
built-in coolers, allow house to “breathe” 
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Proximity to water (in this case, Crystal River) is one way 
of taking advantage of nature's potential contribution to 
climate-conditioning, and the elevation of the living level 
establishes light, breeze and viewing vantages. With these 
factors a certainty, space is used as a ventilator. Air, ob- 
viously, can circulate only within the area prescribed for it 
by four walls: the more complete the enclosure, the less ef- 
fective the circulation. On the upper level, Mr. Johnson 
does away as much as possible with Partitioning walls, and 
where they must exist, makes certain that they touch neither 
the floor nor ceiling. For the same reason, wardrobes are 
built in and suspended, and Fiberglas-screened glass jalou- 
sies run to the floor. As a consequence, air can sweep from 
one end of the house to the other with comparatively little 
obstruction. In the kitchen, cabinets are elevated to provide 
additional air-space, and even the furniture was chosen for 
its legginess and its “off-the-ground” design and airiness 
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Contrary to supposition, it is not always balmy in Florida, 
and during the cool period, a day's temperature can run a span 
of 30° to 80°. To counteract chill, the house has five electric 
heaters (two are shown above, left), thermostatically controlled 
ond operated by fans thot force the cool air over electric coils 


Kitchen (above) opens directly onto the dining terrace, and 
has its refrigerator, freezer and oven built into a low, penin- 
sula wall with o lower section of wood louvers to facilitate 
cross ventilation. The pian (left) is unconventionally wedge- 
shoped and incorporates garage, utility room, guest bedroom and 
bath in its lower level, and above it, the living room, kitchen 
and another bedroom and bath. Access from one level to the other 
is provided by a broad cypress stairway with steel handrails

WHY COMFORT? 


Eb drive for comfort has been universal throughout all ages and 
places. Indeed, the great bulk of civilized efforts has been toward 
adaptations which make men less fearful, less dependent on the whims of 
natural climate. Thus it is that in contemporary living the architecture 
and construction of our homes, the weight of our clothes, our diet, and 
even the custom of summertime vacations are concessions to the weather. 
Life and living are so dependent upon climate that man can fly five miles 
above the earth or plunge himself into subterranean ocean depths only 
because he can reproduce for short periods of time and in enclosed 
spaces, the atmospheric conditions which exist within a few hundred feet 
of sea level. Inside this narrow range of altitude which is naturally com- 
patible with human life, history demonstrates that there are some geo- 
graphic locations where man is measurably more energetic, more versa- 
tile, more productive and more fertile, both physically and mentally. 


Climate is a common d inator which sti s men and inclines 
them to exploit and develop the natural, physical and spiritual resources 
that are at their disposal. It becomes evident from this that climate. 
through its effects on energy and productivity, wields a profound influ- 
ence on the earning power of the family provider as well as on the com- 
fort of his wife. As we enter into the precise and measured age of atomic 
power and automatism. sonic speed and hi-fi sounds, we can no longer 
permit the capacity to do, or the capacity to enjoy, to be at the whim 
of natural climate. 

In the vernacular, the term “air-conditioning” is generally used to 
identify the concept of summer cooling. But practically and scientifically 
speaking. climate-conditioning refers to everything that is done to regu- 
late the climate of enclosed living or working spaces. It includes the 
regulation of temperature, humidity, air movement and air cleanliness. 
All this is done so that the various living activities can be more efficiently 
performed, so that leisure is more enjoyable, work less tedious, so that 
our mental and physical beings are less subject to discomforts. and so 
that we can better resist the wearying pressures of our modern everyday 
living. If this sounds like too much to attribute to the mechanical equip- 
ment hiding in the utility room, floors, ceilings or walls, we might refer 
to the case histories of the women living in the Air-Conditioned Village 
at Austin, Texas. The twenty-two homes were sold under the condition 
that technical and physiological researchers be allowed to conduct studies 
of system performance and the effects of mechanical cooling on family 
living habits. The housewives enthusiastically identified reguiated indoor 
climate with “greater family harmony” and asserted that their husbands’ 
dispositions had miraculously improved. The researchers set about the 
process of discovering the equation by which the machinery in the metal 
box aroused tender emotions in the occupants of the homes. To understand 
how this comes about, it is necessary to review the physiology of comfort. 

Comfort is the sensation of well-being. Discomfort is a signal that some 
part of the physiological apparatus is undergoing strain. It is nature's 
way of directing you into conditions which [Continued on page 158]

HOW TO ATTAIN COMFORT 


oday we know that personal comfort cannot be attained by provid- 

ing heat alone. Obviously, temperature should be properly controlled 
and this applies to cooling in the summer as well as heating in winter for 
most parts of the United States. In addition, it means more than one cor- 
rect temperature in the house. A great many also want a lower bedroom 
temperature for comfortable sleeping than we enjoy in the living and 
dining areas of our homes. There is some evidence, which seems reason- 
able, but which is as yet unsubstantiated, that a programmed temperature 
change during the night will help people fall asleep rapidly and sleep 
more comfortably. To satisfy these desires, modern thermostats include 
clock systems which can give different day and night temperatures. 

The determination to have summer comfort has developed at an incred- 
ible pace during the last five years, as the tremendous sales of room air- 
conditioners attest. Many authorities believe that a central cooling plant 
next to, or part of, the furnace will be a standard part of the home in a 
few years. They feel that homes without year-round air-conditioning will 
be as obsolete as a Minnesota home without an adequate heating system 
is today. In recognition of this trend, many manufacturers offer cooling 
units which may be installed with the heating system, either when a home 
is built or at some later date when the family is better able to afford the 
cooling unit for summer comfort. 

The demand for human comfort and the ability to supply it have ex- 
panded into many areas other than temperature control. For example, in 
research laboratories, studies are underway on the effects of an elimina- 
tion of odors and the effects of ozone, a less common form of the oxygen 
molecule we breathe. Preliminary results of a university study indicated 
that the presence of negative ions in the air students breathed made them 
feel better and, as a consequence, learn more rapidly. Positive ions are be- 
lieved to have the reverse effect. These and other ingredients of the air 
we breathe probably do affect our euphoria—our feeling of well-being— 
more than they affect our health or any tangible feeling of positive 
discomfort we may experience in the home. 

When we have learned enough about these little-known ingredients of 
the atmosphere and their effects on people, we can perhaps make the 
atmosphere in our homes vary from a fresh, invigorating mountain breeze 
to the languid, drowsy comfort of a warm and sunny seashore. When this 
is accomplished, it really means we have gone beyond comfort and are be- 
ginning to influence our attitudes and moods. Imagine how effectively we 
could add climate regulation to the relaxation that accompanies a crack- 
ling fire and a soft chair, or how a much different indoor climate could 
stimulate a busy housewife trying to do her weekly cleaning before noon. 

Along with increased knowledge of human comfort requirements have 
come better means of supplying that comfort. Hot water, steam and warm 
air systems all have been improved and modernized. The elimination of 
the coalbin made it possible to use basements as living areas, and today’s 
compact heating system can be placed nearly anywhere in the basement, 
although some preference should be given to [Continued on page 158]

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it is anticipated that when this house is built with normal 
production methods, it will sell for between $15,000 and 
$18,000, an amazingly low sum for a home so beautifully 
conceived and executed. If it sounds a bit of a paragon, in 
our opinion, it is, and although this issue is dedicated pri- 
marily to climate-conditioning, the house is too good an ex- 
ample of how one feature of living-conditioning can be dove- 
tailed with another to offer it for any one virtue alone. All 
the factors of climate-conditioning have been considered: 
full year-round air-conditioning, double glazing, excellent in- 
sulation, careful orientation on the plot. Air is filtered and 
purified electronically, and a temperature-control system in- 
cludes not only the thermostats but a timing device that, dur- 
ing the day, regulates the house temperature by remote 
control, The problems of sound, light, space, safety and color 
are treated with the same discernment. Noisy areas (family 
room, children’s rooms) are well segregated; natural and 
artificial illumination are carefully thought out and balanced; 
open planning and the logical relationship of one area to 
another make for a housewide sense of spaciousness. The 
National Safety Council’s recommendations for building 
safety into the home were followed to a T—even to the in- 
clusion of the fire-alarm system. In exterior design, the 
skillful manipulation of the six Living colors, and in its in- 
terior decoration, the house attains its aesthetic fulfillment.

In recent years. progress in home building has measured some of its greatest gains 
in the field of year-round air-conditioning; economically produced, less expensive 
to maintain, complete residential systems have been built into the average medium- 
priced home as simply as the once standard, heating-only systems they have replaced. 
There has been progress, too. in design: compact and flexible, the modern system is 
space-conserving and adaptable to almost any interior plan, while rubber mountings 
and insulation reduce operational noises to an insignificant whisper. Yet there 
must be method in its installation; a system conceived as an afterthought can all 


too easily result in inefficiency and lack of uniform distribution. To fully cap- 
italize on all these worth-while gains, today’s builder approaches the problems of 
installation architecturally. In Tyler, Texas, builder J. G. Powers and his archi- 
tect Edward D. Gray worked closely with air-conditioning engineers in the early 
planning stages of a new home. A one-level, brick-veneer house on concrete-slab 
foundation, it was constructed at a cost of $10 per square foot, including the air-con- 
ditioning system—a vital factor in its plan. A circulated air system, conforming to 
the open plan, was designed to carry conditioned air into every cubic inch of the 
home to provide year-round comfort in the most efficient manner possible. To aid and 
protect this system, the floors, walls and ceilings were well insulated and the home 
was oriented on its lot to take the fullest advantage of local climate conditions.

YOUR OUTDOOR ROOMS CAN BE REMODELED, TOO 


All too often when homeowners think of remodeling. their attention is focused 
exclusively on the rooms of the house, while outdoor rooms—terraces and back 
yards—are completely ignored. In view of the trend to outdoor living, the 
terrace has become an integral part of our home, and its remodeling deserves 
the same kind of thought as that expended on the house itself. The garden on 
these pages started as an ordinary city back yard, 25 x 50 feet, completely 
devoid of distinction. Through careful planning and the use of imagination 
combined with inexpensive structural materials—brick. redwood, poured con- 
erete and wood lath—it has become an interesting place for relaxing and 
entertaining; it provides, as well, a satisfying vista from the house. Designed 
on the Japanese idea that a garden need not be fully dependent on flowers 
for its effectiveness, this plot draws its interest from textures, shapes and the 
constant color of evergreens and succulents. Landscape architect Robert Corn- 
wall used architectural elements to define entertaining and planting areas of 
the garden, and specified materials that lend themselves to easy construction.

The outdoor living room, whether partially enclosed and sheltered, or completely 
open to the sky, can bring new light, new color and the exuberance of expansive- 
ness into the home. In contrast to the house proper, confined as it is to a more 
formal pattern of living, the terrace is an avenue of escape to the take-it-easy 
atmosphere of the out-of-doors, and interesting furniture has a great deal to do 
with making it a desirable retreat for entertaining, sunning or just plain loaf- 
ing. We present here and on the following page some exterior decorating ideas 
that illustrate different approaches to the problem of planning such a room. In 
one, an open patio, surrounded on three sides by a U-shaped house, was fully 
enclosed and transformed into a charming sunroom through the magic of plastic, 
glass and lightly scaled furniture. On each side, terraces extend the home's livable 
limits: one is cement-paved and boasts a rolling chaise to follow the sun; 
the other is brick and has a group of wrought-iron pieces for open-air dining 
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A third variation on the theme of outdoor furniture ar- 
rangement utilizes a portion of shrub-bordered lawn as 
the setting for a sun-dappled, sit-down tea. The furni- 
ture (by Troy Sunshade) nestles beneath a huge pink 
umbrella that has a protective vinyl-coated exterior, a 
small flower show for a lining.

your body can more readily han- 
dle, part of the urge to self-preser- 
vation. Health and energy are 
related to and greatly depen- 
dent upon the maintenance of a 
constant internal body tempera- 
ture. Wide recognition of this fact 
prompts the rapidity with which 
a thermometer is popped into the 
mouth of a suffering one. While 
we are provided with marvelously 
sensitive mechanisms which off- 
set the effect of external climate 
on internal temperatures, these 

i work efficiently and 
without discomfort (i.e., stress) 
within a rather narrow range of 
conditions. Beyond these limita- 
tions the body lowers its produc- 
tion of heat (and energy) or else 
it directs more energy into the 
production of heat. In either case 
a reduction in vitality and an in- 
crease in discomfort results. At 
work, play, and even sleeping, this 
process continues, and even slight 
deviations from optimum climatic 
conditions have their fatiguing 
and irritating effects. Imagine, 
then, that the women who moved 
into the Austin Village homes sud-

denly found themselves, possibly 
for the first time in their lives, 
living and working in an agree- 
able indoor climate when outdoor 
summer temperatures averaged in 
the nineties. Imagine, also, that 
their husbands, after working all 
day in uncomfortable heat, found 
that upon entering their homes, 
they were at last free of irritation 
caused by extreme temperatures. 
Is it not natural to expect har- 
mony and better dispositions? 
The effects of temperature and 
humidity on plants, fruits and 
vegetables are no secret, and there 
is scarcely anyone in the United 
States who doesn’t know how a 
hot, sticky day, or a cold, blasting 
one affects human attitudes. It 
took science, however, to discover 
just how much correcting nature's 
climate lapses with year-round 
climate conditioning can do for a 
woman's appearance. In fact, if 
beauty is only skin deep, weather 
has quite a lot to do with it. 
That was supported recently by a 
nationally known dermatologist 
who reported treating dozens of 
women whose skin had become

dry and wrinkled in a matter of 
months when they moved from 
one climate to another. It is not 
enough, doctors say, to have hot 
houses in the winter, or cold 
houses in the summer. To put 
regulated indoor climate in the 
role of assisting health and beau- 
ty, one must have it all twelve 
months, so that the moisture and 
heat conditions in the home do not 
vary. Of interest to the 75,000,000 
sinus sufferers, some specialists 
say climate does affect the sinuses, 
but in a way sinus sufferers least 
expect. It is the abrupt change, 
from dry to moist, hot to cold, that 
causes the extreme discomfort. 
Thus it is made clear why home 
is the refuge in which we seek 
physical and emotional well-be- 
ing. The climate-conditioned home 
fits a social need and satisfies 
more fully a basic physiological 
drive for comfort.

(either steam or hot water) sys- 
tems often use baseboard convec- 
tors that send a blanket of warm 
sir moving upward along the wall. 
Newer forced-air systems usually 
deliver warm air to outside walls 
and also stop unpleasant cold 
downdrafts over window surfaces. 
Unless rooms are quite small, or 
woly a short length of wall is an 
outside wall, two or more warm 
air outlets are well-worth their 
extra cost in all but quite moder- 
ae climates. Several manufactur- 
ers make continuous baseboard- 
type outlets for warm air surfaces. 
These units perform the function 
of blanketing the wall with warm 
air in the same manner as the 
baseboard convector for wet heat- 
ing systems. 

Large masses of iron and hot 
water cool slowly and the newer 
types of wet heating systems, al- 
though lighter and smaller than 
the old, will deliver a uniform 
flow of heat for a comparatively 
long period of time. The newer 
forced-air systems store little heat 
and after a furnace cycle ends, 
only a small additional amount of 
heat is delivered to the rooms be- 
ing heated. They will soon start 
dropping in temperature but the 
wnsitive thermostats now avail- 
able cycle rapidly and restart the 
bet air furnace before the room- 
temperature drop can be noticed 
by human beings. 

The ducts which deliver air 
from the furnace to the rooms of 
our homes have become smaller 
aad in new homes are usually 
toand. They are round since this 
type is easier to fabricate and in- 
mall, which, of course, reduces 
Cost; the smaller size is possible 
dince higher velocity and more 
@atinuous delivery of warm air 
is believed desirable. 

When you move into your new 
home, you can expect the furnace 
blower to run more frequently, 
but you can also expect smoke to 
be dissipated more rapidly and 
expect negligible stratifica- 
ties of air into warm and cold 
layers. For cooling your home, the 
same blower and duct system can 
beused; however. cooling may re- 
Gite larger duct sizes or more 


than heating. A reliable con-

To meet the challenge of forced- 
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air heating and cooling systems, 
contractors and manufacturers of 
wet systems have developed the 
use of easy-to-assemble copper 
tubing and are also using heat ex- 
changers which look and function 
like your automobile radiator. In 
winter, hot water passes inside the 
coil (as the radiator is called) 
and a fan blows air through the 
coil to the room being heated. For 
summer cooling, chilled water or 
some other cold liquid passes in- 
side the coil and the same fan 
forces air through the coil, cooling 
air as it is delivered to the room. 
Installations of this type have 
been made in both old and new 
homes with the units being 
mounted in closets above door 
heights and with only an attrac- 
tive flush grille being visible in the 
room. Both wet and dry systems 
have been successfully adapted to 
year-round temperature control. 
When your year-round air-condi- 
tioning system is installed, you 
need no longer have two sets of 
controls for heating and cooling. 
Single thermostats which control 
both heating and cooling and 
which automatically change from 
one to the other are available. 
Radiant heating has received a 
great deal of publicity in the last 
decade. Soine experts prefer to call 
it panel heating, since whether 
floor, ceiling or walls are used as 
the heat source, these large panels 
transfer heat to the room and 
warm the occupants by convection 
currents and radiation. A few de- 
liberate attempts to introduce 
large quantities of cold outside air 
and to operate higher tempera- 
ture panels have been unsatisfac- 
tory. Wall or floor panel tempera- 
tures above 85°F. are not recom- 
mended, and if the ceiling is used, 
the temperature of the ceiling sur- 
face should not exceed 115°F. If 
higher temperatures are used, 
either the feet of room occupants 
will be unpleasantly warm, or 
with a ceiling panel, appreciable 
amounts of “noticeable” heat will 
be radiated and you and your 
guests, especially those who are 
bald, will be uncomfortable! 
Electricity as the sole heat 
source is limited in most parts 
of the country because of cost. 
However, in localities where resi- 
dential air-cooling is becoming 
widespread, the rates for winter 
heating will be increasingly more 
conducive to the use of electricity.

The most commonly used types of 
residential electrical heating are: 
resistance heating which includes 
baseboard heaters, fan-driven wall- 
insert heaters, glass or metal radi- 
ant wall panels, wall-mounted 
convection heaters and resistor 
wires imbedded in ceiling plaster ; 
the heat pump which, in a nut- 
shell, extracts heat from outdoor 
air (even in zero weather, outside 
air includes some warmth) and 
pumps it indoors to heat the 
house. Conversely, the heat pump 
can also pump heat and moisture 
from the home to the outdoors in 
summer. Air-conditioning com- 
pressors in either window or cen- 
tral cooling systems are usually 
driven by electric motors. 

Some fine experimental work is 
being done in solar heating. Two 
homes have been built and oper- 
ated in the Boston area and an- 
other will be built in Denver. At 
present, large collectors are neces- 
sary for complete solar heating 
and they pose a difficult architec- 
tural problem, besides adding ap- 
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preciably to the cost of a home. 
It should be pointed out that 
many contemporary houses receive 
an appreciable part of their heat- 
ing during daylight hours from 
the sun, most effectively, obvious- 
ly, when the large window walls 
face the south. Low winter sun 
shines through the windows and 
the heat is absorbed in the ex- 
posed rooms. 

This type of home is an excel- 
lent illustration of why zone heat- 
ing is often required for comfort. 
If solar heat is received in the liv- 
ing room, the air may be warm 
enough in this area so the thermo- 
stat will not turn on the furnace; 
and other rooms, not exposed to 
the sun, will be cold. The simple 
solution is to divide the heating 
system into zones or groups of 
rooms with similar heating re- 
quirements and with a thermostat 
controlling each zone. This is ac- 
complished with a single furnace 
or boiler and with thermostat con- 
trolling dampers in ducts or con- 
trolling circulation in a wet system. 
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Tremendous progress in heat- 
ing and cooling systems has been 
made in recent years and changes 
will continue to make our homes 
more comfortable and more liv- 
able. However, the advances in 
mechanical equipment are only 
one important part of the climate- 
conditioning picture. True climate- 
conditioning is a marriage of 
many factors, and hand in hand 
with the strides in engineering 
has come an increasing under- 
standing of the effects of orienta- 
tion, planning, fenestration and 
construction materials and tech- 
niques on indoor climate. Orienta- 
tion, the placement of the house 
on its plot for the maximum bene- 
fits of nature, poses an individual 
solution with each home. taking 
into account the direction of the 
sun. prevailing winds and the na- 
ture of the terrain. Architectural 
planning must take these factors 
further into account and whether, 
for example, it is desired to turn 
the back of the house, so to speak. 
on the sun or to face it are im-

Circulated air system: perimeter loop distribution 


One of the simplest and most effecti theds of climat € 
the small home is a circulated air system. There are a variety of means 
# a builder's disposal for efficient circulation of heated and cooled 
air throughout the home; he selects a combination of furnace, duct and 
tatlet systems most economically suited to the design of the home and 
the type of fuel locally available. As illustrated on these and subse- 
quent pages, three types of furnaces can be used: the down-flow in which 
tir is delivered from the base of the unit, the up-flow type in which 
ait is forced from the top, the horizontal furnace where it is delivered 
from one end. These units may be either gas- or oil-fired; in some 
infances, coal may be used for fuel. In most cases, location of the 
furnace helps determine the selection of the distribution system and 
type of outlet to be used. An example of the down-flow type of furnace 
is shown above. Here the pattern of distribution is known as a perim- 
ter loop (1). Installed on the slab foundation in a one-story home, 
4 gefired Janitrol furnace unit (3) distributes warm air in winter 
through a network of Sonoairduct fiber ducts, here shown in the process 
of installation (5).

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UNUSUAL SPAGHETTI 
SAUCE RECIPES 


By DUNCAN MacDOUGALD, Jr. 


iesce I return to the 
United States after a trip to 
Italy, one thing never fails to 
impress me: the fact that there 
are so many and exciting differ- 
ent kinds of sauces for spaghetti 
in Italy, and lamentably, so few 
in this country. Despite the fact 
that spaghetti has in the last 
twenty-five years become an inte- 
gral part of the American menu— 
more than a billion pounds of 
pasta are consumed each year— 
the preparers of this dish, be they 
private individuals or restaura- 
teurs, show a woeful lack of 
imagination. Thus, when a friend 
who is an enthusiastic amateur 
cook invites us to eat spaghetti, 
we can be sure that it will be, as 
though foreordained: (1) spa- 
ghetti with meat sauce; (2) spa- 
ghetti with tomato sauce or (3) 
spaghetti with meat balls. Equally 
depressing is the fact that they 
all taste more or less alike. When 
Italians come to this country, 
they are horrified over the way 
their great national dish is treat- 
ed; or more accurately, mis- 
treated. First of all, we Ameri- 
tans have a tendency to overcook 
spaghetti; this makes it limp and 
lifeless. In Italy, spaghetti is 
cooked al dente which means 


firm to the tooth when you eat it; 
and that means from seven to ten 
minutes and no longer. 

Spaghetti is generally cooked 
according to the same procedure 
no matter what sauce you mix it 
with. Use a very large saucepan 
three-quarters filled with water, 
salted with one level teaspoon 
salt. When water is boiling furi- 
ously, add contents of one box 
spaghettini (little spaghetti which 
absorbs the sauce better than the 
coarser spaghetti) and cook for 
seven to ten minutes without a 
top, stirring often. When done, 
put into colander, drain well and 
mix thoroughly with sauce in 
saucepan. We make too much use 
of tomatoes in our sauces; obvi- 
ously tomatoes are of great im- 
portance in Italian cooking, but 
must 99 out of every 100 spaghetti 
sauces be based on and dominated 
by the taste of tomatoes? 

Since I have been a regular 
summer resident of Italy for a 
number of years, | have amassed 
quite a collection of interesting 
recipes for spaghetti sauce, many 
of which use no tomatoes at all. 
One day when I was bewailing 
the dependence of American cooks 
on tomatoes in spaghetti dishes 
with Ugo Simonelli, the director

Put the cut bacon into a large 
frying pan and cook until it be- 
gins to get crisp, then drain off 
grease and turn bacon out onto 
4 paper towel to dry. In the same 
frying pan put 4 cup butter and 
3 tablespoons oil (olive oil if 
possible; if unavailable, use vege- 
table oil), 1 very small onion, 
chopped finely, 1 clove garlic, 
minced, 1 level teaspoon chopped 
parsley, 2 pinches marjoram, 2 
pinches thyme, 2 pinches black 
pepper (coarse-ground if avail- 
able) and salt to taste.

tunities to explore thoroughly 
the kitchens of that fantastic 
island where one is, apparently, 
more occupied with other pleas- 
ures than those of the palate.

SPAGHETTI ALLA NOCE 


Grind up into a paste in a mortar 
8 English walnuts and % cup 
pine mits (almonds can be sub- 
stituted, but the taste combina- 
tion is not as piquant). Melt at 
least % cup butter in a skillet 
and mix in 1 can tomato sauce, 


then add the nut paste and 1 cup 
dry white wine. Salt to taste. 
Stir often with a wooden spoon 
and cook 15 minutes over a slow 
fire. Mix with hot spaghetti. 

It would be unfair to the Italian 
cuisine as a whole not to include 
a recipe for spaghetti as eaten 
down in colorful Sicily. For my 
collection, Signore Petazzi, the 
director of the famous Grande 
Albergo and Delle Palme which 
many celebrities consider their 
favorite Sicilian hotel, gave me 
five recipes “owed” as he nicely 
put it “to the fantasia of my chef 
Antonini Alba.” 1 might add 
that Maestro Alba's five contri- 
butions were among the most 
imaginative of all the recipes | 
collected from many of Italy's 
best-known. eating places and 
chefs. Here is the Alba version 
of a very typical Sicilian dish. .. . 


SPAGHETTI ALLA SICILIANA 


Cut 1 medium onion, 1 carrot and 
1 stalk celery and brown in %4 
cup butter and 4 tablespoons 
olive oil (vegetable oil if no olive 
oil is available) in a heavy skillet 
over a medium fire. Then add 1 
cup cooked beef cut into small 
pieces and 1 cup good red wine, 
and cook slowly until reduced by 
about one half. Add 1 level 
tablespoon flour, 4% small can 
tomato paste, “bathe” with 1 cup 
good consommé and cook well 
(about 30 minutes). 

In another frying pan, fry % 
medium eggplant cut into slices 
which have been dipped into 
flour, in %4 cup butter and 3 
tablespoons olive oil until done 
(10 to 15 minutes). At the same 
time cut % pound Mozzarella 
(one of the most famous Italian 
cheeses, procurable at any Ital- 
ian grocery store; made of cow's 
milk, it is white, soft and very 
bland) into small squares. 

Mix the cooked spaghetti into 
the sauce in a casserole, add the 
cooked eggplant and the Moz- 
zarella and put into a hot oven 
until cheese melts and blends into 
spaghetti, eggplant and sauce. 

Although the Sicilians are wild 
about the dish, the combination 
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of eggplant and cheese may strike 
Americans as perhaps too esoter- 
ic. If so, eggplant can be omitted. 
In any case, buon’ appetito!

I can’t keep my house looking as neatly as I'd like while the 
children are young.” How often have you heard—perhaps voiced— 
this lament offered as an apology for a topsy-turvy living room? 
And if the children are allowed the freedom of the floor as a toy- 
strewing area, you'll find yourself repeating similar excuses to callers 
forced to choose one of several perilous routes to a chair. They may 
love children—but they won't fancy being carried from your home 
with a broken bone or a slipped disk. 

Leading educators, who should know what they’re talking about, 
claim that our habits—good or bad—are formed in childhood. If 
we pick up or hang up early in life, we're on the road to developing 
an orderly mind. On the other hand, if we're careless with our first 
possessions we're laying the foundation for disorderly adult thinking. 
While nursery school and kindergarten teachers stress order during 
the hours they're in charge, this training sometimes ends with the 
school day. You may desire to continue with their good work but 
enforcement is hampered by a lack of proper aids. 

In the classroom, equipment is scaled to small-child reaching 
height. Coats and hats can be hung without the necessity of climbing 
on chair or stool. Rubbers and overshoes have a definite out-of-the- 
way spot; they’re not just kicked off by the entrance door to be left 
for others to stumble over. Have you made the same intelligent pro- 
visions for little people at home? 

I was once guilty of furnishing our closets with hooks for adults 
only. A rearrangement was forced upon me suddenly one day when 
I came home to find the “best” coat of my young daughter's play- 
mate under my bed, our mongrel pup, tail over nose, curled in its 
folds!

not provided even one within- 
reach hook for hanging? At 
heart, most children are tidy; 
they just need a chance to prove 
it. If we supply them with their 
child-sized needs, they'll co-oper- 
ate. However, we can't expect 
them to hang up their clothes if 
we fasten hooks high above the 
reach of short arms. Nor will 
they make any effort to gather up 
those toys when there's no agreed- 
upon place to park them. 

Any child would get a kick out 
of a personal pegboard, made of 
tough, splinter-free hardboard. 
There’s room to hang a coat, mit- 
tens, hair ribbons, purse and the 
usual accumulation of “treas- 
ures,” including the latest crayon 
or finger-painted masterpiece. 

I gave my four-year-old nephew 
a youth's clothes tree for his 
birthday. The gift proved to be 
one of the most appreciated selec- 
tions I've ever made. The next 
time I stopped at the house he led 
me to a corner at the end of the 
front hall and proudly pointed to 
his tree, looking for all the world 
like a wee shoot of the family’s 


catchall, beside which it stood. 
On the small edition hung, neat- 
ly, the child’s bathrobe as well as 
his everyday and Sunday coats, 
caps and a heavy sweater. His 
mother confided that each morn- 
ing he came down to breakfast in 
his robe, and later, when he 
dressed for nursery school, he lov- 
ingly draped it over one of the 
wooden arms. Formerly, it had 
been dropped to the floor or a 
convenient chair for Mother to 
rescue when she tackled the daily 
straightening up. 

If these are some of the prob- 
lems that are turning hairs pre- 
maturely white, perhaps Dad—if 
he’s halfway adept with tools— 
can lend a hand. He might fash- 
ion a toy bin from a packing box. 
Hinges should be attached to the 
cover. To make the box a decor- 
ative piece in the child's bedroom, 
cover the exterior with chintz, 
wallpaper or one of the easily 
cleaned plastics.

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Locating a doctor, lawyer or 
public accountant is a fairly 
simple job. How do you find a 
plumber? The telephone book is 
no sure method of getting com- 
petent service: phone listings are 
often available to anyone who 
wants to call himself a plumber, 
licensed or not. Professional 
qualifications to work on home 
plumbing and heating systems— 
so vital to the family’s safety, 
health and comfort—must be 
checked. Classified phone books 
in a few localities have a separate 
listing for plumbing contractors 
as distinguished from plumbers; 
to be eligible for such a listing, 
have a master 
plumber’s license from the state 
or city. In some phone books. the 
“plumber” designation is re- 
tained, but only licensed master 
plumbers are allowed to be listed 
under it. Your local plumbing 
inspector can tell you whether 
this is so in your community. 
Suppose you live in a city or 
town that lists as plumbers any- 
one willing to pay for the listing. 
What to do then? A wise and 
accepted practice for finding a 
doctor is to contact the local 
medical society. The same holds 
true for the plumbing profession, 
and a licensed master plumber 
rates professional status. Many 
of these men belong to local 
plumbing contractor associations. 
A phone call to such a group's 
ofice should help you locate re- 
liable service and advice. The 
National Association of Plumb- 
ing Contractors has member 
groups in practically every city 
of more than 50.000 population. 
Individual members are found in 
communities of lesser size. If 
you're not sure of a plumber’s 
qualifications, it's best to: 
l. Ask him if he or someone on 
his staff has a master plumber’s 
license and ask to see it,

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4. If the job is substantial, ask 
him for the names of.a few of his 
customers as references. 

5. Before giving him a major job, 
like remodeling a kitchen or bath- 
room, try him out on a small one. 

When it's necessary to change 
major plumbing or heating equip- 
ment, this is work for the plumb- 
ing contractor; he's the expert on 
home water, waste and gas lines. 
Few people have the know-how 
and experience to handle such 
jobs, and it’s generally more 
practical and satisfactory to call 
in a professional. Five years of 
combined technical schooling and 
on-the-job experience are required 
to develop a plumbing apprentice 
into a journeyman plumber. Since 
further seasoning and advanced 
schooling are necessary before a 
man can become a plumbing con- 
tractor. such a person is not only 
skilled with tools, but 
plumbing design and layout at 
the engineering level. He's re- 
sponsible for proper design and 
careful installation of plumbing 
systems and equipment according 
to established practices. so that 
waste is carried away safely, and 
fresh, uncontaminated water is 
brought in for washing and 
drinking. NAPC’s plumbing re- 
search program at the State Uni- 
versity of lowa, over a period of 
years, has helped improve these 
practices through such studies as 
back-siphonage, cross-connections 
and water-heater safety. 

Any work that doesn’t alter the 
design and function of a plumb- 
ing or heating system you can do 
yourselj, generally speaking. Fdér 
instance, many mechanically 
gifted people can replace a 
faucet washer or an entire faucet; 
often, you can adjust a toilet 
flush-tank to stop leaks. Clearing 
a clogged drain can often be done 
without calling in a plumber. For 
something more complex, it's 
safer and cheaper in the long run 
to have the job done by a recog- 
nized plumbing contractor.

that had been built from about 
1790 to 1810, and that had been 
given by the city fathers of the 
town of Siena to Crown Prince 
Umberto in 1868. It later became 
the property of King Victor 
Emanuel III. In 1934, while 
Carmi was in Rome as piano 
tuner for Artur Schnabel, he at- 
tempted to approach the king on 
the street. He was arrested as a 
would-be assassin, and it was only 
through the intercession of 
Schnabel that the authorities be- 
came convinced that his sole pur- 
pose in attempting to speak to the 
king was to learn whether he still 
had the Siena piano, which, by 
this time, had become something 
of a legend in his mind. 

During the Second World War, 
as a truck driver in the British 
Army, Carmi was called upon to 
examine a piano that had been 
found in the desert sands, follow- 
ing the German defeat at El 
Alamein. It had been completely 
encased in thick plaster and the 
entire mechanism was clogged 
with sand, so that it could not be 
played. Despite its covering of 
plaster, the army managed to put 
it into some sort of playing con- 
dition, and Carmi was entrusted 
with the unpleasant task of trans- 
porting it from one camp show to 
another, in North Africa. 

Eventually the piano was aban- 
doned as hopeless; Carmi, having 
opened a piano repair shop, be- 
came its unwilling owner. An 
angry blow by a would-be pur- 
chaser of the piano cracked some 
of the plaster, and revealed the 
carvings that identified what was 
underneath as the Siena piano! 

Esoteric Records have now re- 
leased several discs made on the 
Siena piano. They must truly be 
heard to be believed! I have had 
the privilege of playing on the 
instrument, and therefore can at- 
test to the fact that it sounds like 
a guitar when Spanish music is 
played on it, and suggests a harp- 
sichord when Bach is being 
played! The dise recorded by 
Marisa Regules is devoted to music 
by Turina, Albeniz and Mompou, 
along with the Baby's Family. 
The coloristic effects of the piano 
are amazing. Yet, notice how ap- 
propriate the instrument is for 
the music of Mozart and Scarlatti, 
as recorded on another dise, by 
the pianist Charles Rosen. This 
may be the link between the harp- 
sichord and the modern piano.

NEW LIFE FOR FADED 
FABRICS AND RUGS 


No matter how vigilant one is of the unruly old sun, it seems the 
odds are high that at one time or another we are faced with the 
fact that a favorite rug or fabric on an upholstered chair has faded. 
One solution in reviving fabrics that have lost their original luster 
is to dye them. Obviously it would be impractical to put a 9 x 12 


rug or an easy chair in a washing machine or boiling tub on top of 


the range, but it is possible to freshen faded colors on large articles | 
with the aid of a vacuum cleaner equipped with a spray attachment. 


The whole operation is quite simple and the results quite satisfying. 


| When choosing a color, it is best to keep in mind that unless the 


article to be dyed is white or neutral, a dye of the same or a darker 
shade usually gives the best results. Try the dye on a sample of the 


material, if available. or on an inconspicuous area to be sure that 


| it gives the desired color. Remember that when dry it will be a 
| lighter shade. Dyes from different manufacturers or even different 


dye lots from the same manufacturer may vary in color, so all of 
the dye for one article should be purchased at the same time. If 
possible, prepare all the dye at one time; this will insure a more 
even color and save time in the spraying operation. When working 
on an upholstered chair, start spraying from the top down. Pay 
particular attention to double thicknesses of material, pleats and 


| crevices in chairs to get an even penetration of color without over- 


dyeing. It is possible, with a spray attachment, to dye lampshades, 


too. Washable lampshades give the best results. Below, you will 
find complete step-by-step instructions for dyeing a rug or carpet. | 


A vacuum cleaner with a spray 
attachment is necessary for the 
rug-dyeing operation. In this case, 
it is a Hoover Constellation. You 
will also need a pan for mixing

I have just inherited a very 

old chess set which I am told 
is of great value. The pieces have 
turned yellow and brown. They 
are evidently made of horn or 
ivory. Can these stains be bleached 
with an acid of any kind? W.K. 


A. If the pieces are ivory or 
horn, they can be returned to 
the original white color by careful 
scraping with a sharp knife. This 
requires care and is a long, deli- 
cate job. Acid applications are 
apt to turn them black. If pos- 
sible, show the set to an antique 
dealer familiar with carvings of 
this kind and get his opinion. 
Q. I would like some advice 
about making an alteration 
to our attic. At present, the attic 
ceiling is only six feet high in 
the center, which means that prac- 
tically all of it is useless except 
for a few feet immediately under 
the ridge of the roof. I would like 
to know if there is any way in 
which the roof could be raised 
about four feet so that the entire 
attic would be usable. C.D. 


A, There is no way in which 

the roof could be raised with- 
out rebuilding the entire roof. As 
you do not give us the size of the 
attic, we are unable to hazard a 
guess as to the cost.

* To serve in true Thailand fash- 
ion: Break a raw egg in the 
bottom of each soup bowl. Put 
a heaping cooking spoonful of 
rice on top of each egg and 
sprinkle with chopped green 
onion. Place a generous spoon- 
ful of fish-flakes and oil on top 
of rice and green onion. Add 
salt, pepper and soy sauce to 
taste. Each individual is to stir 
the whole mixture in his bowl.
